CHINA. 

SHANGHAT. 
The English mail of the 26th December arrived in the river 
on the 14th February. Dates hence are to the 25th February. 
. A Peking Oazette of the 2nd February confirmed Ting Jih- 
ch’ang in the Tao-tai-shipof Shanghai. There seems, therefcre, 
every reason to suppose that the rumour of his disgrace was

started by some person or persons anxious to diminish his 
popularity with foreigners. 

Assistant-Commissary-General Eichbaum has received orders 
to leave for England by the mail of March 15th, and will be 
succeeded in the post of Military Accountant by Assistant- 
Commissary-General Murray. The latter officer will proceed to 
Hong Kong, as soon as he is relieved by Deputy-Assistant-Com- 
missary-General Barlie, who left for Yokohama on the 16th 
February. The 2nd Belooch Regiment is under orders to 
leave Shanghai by the end of the montt;, if possible, 

It is expected that Rear-Admiral Sir Augustus Kuper, K.C.B, 
will leave Nagasaki in H.M.S. Zuryalus for this port, on the 
22nd Feb, The Adventure is expected daily from Hong Kong, 
and will probably take the Beloochees to Bombay. 

On Thursday, the 16th February, as the steam barge Spuntie 
was proceeding down the river, her boiler bursted, and Mr, 
Smeaton, late engineer of the steamer Fei-ma and a Chinese 
stoker, were killed on the spot. Mr. Nicolson, of the firm of 
Nicolson and Boyd, who was on board at the time the accident 
occurred, was also severely hurt, and has since died from the 
effects of the injuries which he sustained. Little damage 
sppears, however, to have been done to the vessel by the ex- 
plosion. 

The following notice by native silkmen appears in the Daily 
ews :—“Daring the long time that Chinamen have been 
transacting business with foreigners, it has never, until lately, 
happened that any ‘cut’. silk has been found in-silk bales ; 
whereas now some complaints have lately been made on this 
head, and silk brokers have been required to pay for damages 
arising therefrom. The silk brokers have now agreed together 
that they will not be responsible for any such claims, unless the 
silk 80 damaged is returned to them, and in this case only they 
are ready to make good any claim for damage.” 

In the case of Messrs. Hogg Brothers versus the China Firo 
Tasurauce Company, the Consular Court gave judgment on the 
14th Feb, in favour of the defendants, In this action Messrs. 


Vv; | Hogg Bros, and Co, sued the China Firo Insurance Company 


for 30,000 tls., insured on goods described in the policy as 
“their own in trust or on commission,” and the defendants 
resisted the claim on the grounds that Messrs. Hogg 
Bros, wero uot interested in the goods in question, and 
that the loss had been fraudulently stated. The plaintiffs 
explained at the opening of the proceedings that their 
interest was not strictly that which was stated in their 
declaration ; that they really sued for the purpose of pro- 
tecting Ping-ke, the Chineso merchant to whom the goods 
insured belonged ; aud that entertaining thomselves the same 
conviction, they had led Ping-ke to believe that the said goods 
were covered. Further, that as the fact of Ping-ke being the 
real owner of the goods was known to the defendants at the 
time the policy was effected, they, Messrs. Hogg Bros., claimed 
a right to sue upon the policy which stood in their name, and 
the general claim on the part of Ping-ko included a particular 
claim on their own account of 7,570 tls. The defendants 
denied all knowledge of the goods being Ping-ke’s, and resisted 
the claim because the plaintiffs had laid the ownership of the 
goods entirely on Ping-ke, whom they (the company) hid never 
insured, and the defendants declared that they had never re- 
ceived auy intimation frum Messrs, Hogg Bros. that the latter 
themselves possessed the particular insurable interest above 


' stated. 
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t’ The Court were of opinion that no engagement was ever 
mace by the Insurance Company with Piug-ke, either direct or 
through Messrs. Hogg Bros. as his agents; aud in respect of 
the alleged fraudulent statement of loss, the Court and the 
Assessors also held that the plea was completely sustained :— 

It has been as clearly proved by the plaintiff's witnesses as by those for 
the defence, that a shorter period than half an hour elapsed from the time 
that the godown keeper, being himself in bed in the godown, first 
discovered signs of fire until the roof fell in and showed that the contents 
of the building were then limited to two burning masses of loose cotton, 
some packages of tobacco, and a pile of coffin-wood. When extinguished 
these heaps showed not a trace of the cotton having been previously packed 
in bales, as the plaintiff's witnesses declared was the case, with the trifling 
exception of 500 or 600 catties. The loss is stated by Ping-ke at 703 
bales of cotton, 518 bales of tobacco, and a few mii articles. If this 
statement were correct avery large proportion of this mass of material, 
although by no means readily consumable, must have been annihilated 
between the time of the breaking out of the fire and falling in of the 
roof, the cotton must have been thrown out of its form in bales into two 
loose heaps and every vestige of its former packed condition been ob- 
literated. To the mind of the Court and assessors such a result would be 
physically impossible, and they are therefore setistied tiat the godown, at 
the time of the occurrence of the fire, did not contain the quantity of 
goods stated in the claim. 

Ata meeting of the Branch Royal Asiatic Society, held on 
the 10th February, the following gentlemen were balloted for 
and duly elected members of the society :—Messrs. E, Milsom, 
HLS. Bidwell, and J. Newberry. The following gentlemen were 
then proposed :—Proposed by Mr. Kingsmill, seconded by Mr 
Brown, B, Barclay Esq., M.D. Proposed by Sir Harry Parkes, 
seconded by Dr. Henderson, G. Tyson, Esq., and H. G. Holling- 
worth, Exq, (Kiukiang). 

The Presideut read a letter which he had received from C. T. 
Jones, Esq., resigning his office as local secretary, on the plea 
that the distance at which he resides from the settlement pre- 
vents his performing effectively the duties uttached to that 
post. Mr. Brown was elected to the vacant office. 

The minutes of the preceding meeting were then read, and 
the routine business having been closed, the first paper for 
the evening, entitled “ Northern Chinese Sugar-cane (Sorghum) 
and Its Uses,” was read by Dr. Collins. ‘The following is an 
abstract :-— 

After giving a short history cf the introduction of the ordinary Chinese 
Suger-cane (Saccharatum officinarum) among Western nations, it was 
stated that for some unaccountable reason, not only the Chinese but other 
nations have not, until recently, duly appreciated the Sorgho-cane of the 
North. In France and the United States the plant has been success‘ully 
cultivated during the last ten years, and is now very highly prized. ‘The 
following were the points discussed in the paper :—Ist, the Botany, 2nd, 
the History, 3rd, the Culture, and lastly, the Uses of Sorgho. 
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The following, from a work on Zhe Trees, Plants, and Flc 
China, is the nearest approach to a Chinese botanical and_histori 
notice of the plant by native writers, and this passage evidently refers to 
another species of Sorghum called Kauliang, though some of the charac- 
teristics of Sorgho (Loo'tso) are mentioned ; vi 
charine juice.“ 7"S.h-soo: This plant has receive 
referable to the district where it was first produced. The seed was 
brought from the Province of Sze-chuen, whose ancient name was 
Se T'sok. The names by which the plant has been called are Kau- 
liang, T’sok-t'sack, Loo’tsee, Loo'tso, Mohtsih, and Tih-liang. The seed 
should be planted in good dry soil, early in the season—say April, if you 
would reap a good crop of seed. It ripens in autumn. — The stalks are 
large and more than teu feet high—in leaves and general appearance re- 
sembling reeds, though the stalks are not holiow. ‘The top resembles a 
broom, and is thickly covered with little red or black seeds, resembling 
kernels of pepper. This kernel is hard, and the heart of it is of a 
yellowish colour. When the plant is ripe the top is first taken off. ‘The 
stalks are then gathered, bound in bundles, and placed in shocs to dry. 
‘There are two species of seed. The first is glutinous; and with a kind 
of rice is used in manufacturing alchoholic drinks—also made into cakes 
‘The other seed is not glutinous. It makes good gruel, cakes, &c., an 
useful to feed cattle. “The stalks are manufactured into matting, &c., and 
the tops into brooms. The hulls of the seeds contain a red matter used 
in colouring red wines. The heart of the stalk is sweet, heating, slightly 
glutinous, and useful as a medicine in cases of diarrhoea.” 

‘The latest authcrities place the plant of which we speak, some under the 
gems ‘Andropogon, and others under that of Soryhum ; indeed, the dit- 

rence is so slight as to warrant their union in one. In regard to the 
varivus species of Sorghum grown in China (the names of some being 
given in the passage translated), there is not much doubt that they are 
identically the same plant, the differences between them being due to the 
long cultivation which the plant has undergone in different latitudes, soils, 
and other controlling circumstances, just as some of the grasses have sported 
into numerous varicties. 

‘The leading differences besides appearance, between Sorgho and the 
ordinary Sugar-cane of middle and southern China, were stated to be 
these. “The Sorgho is an annual plant, springing trom and bearing seed, 
the cane is propagated annually, or every few years from cuttings, but 
yields no seed. ‘The latter is seldom successfully grown above 25° or 30° 
N. Lat., or where the mean temperature is le-s than 63° or 68> Far., while 
Sorgho flourishes above 4: N. Lat. Indeed, wherever Indian corn will 
grow, it succeeds well, and ripens in much less time than ordinary cane. 
A lengthy description of the Sorgho was given, from the time it first 
appears above the ground until it matures—a lowering plant from twelve to 
eighteen feet high. 
































The history of the introduction of Sorgho among Western nations was 
given as follows:—In 1851 Count de Montigny, at that time French 
Consul at Shan forwarded, at the request of his Government, to the 
Geographical Society of aris, a collection of such plants, seeds, and cut. 
tings, found in this part of China as he thought might grow in Europe. 
Among this collection was a package of Sorzho seeds. ‘These seeds 
were planted, and from them have sprung all the subsequent crops of 
Europe and America. The plant was introduced into the United States 
in 1854. Since that time, for various reasons, the area of Sorgha culti- 
vation in the United States has steadily increased, until now it has become 
one of the great crops of the country. The same is true, to a limited ex- 
tent, in France and Algiers, but these countries cultivate the plant, in the 
main, for different purposes, chiefly for alcohol, while in America it 1s 
raised for seed, forage, and for the manufacture of sugar, syrup, alcohol, 
vinegar and beer. 

It must be confessed, however, that in’ one important particular 
Sorgho has somewhat disappointed public expectation ia America, in that 
sugar is, with difficulty, manufactured from its juice, owing toa gummy 
principle which it contains. Still a large quantity of sugar is manufac- 
tured. The single State of Iowa, for instance (between 40 deg. and 45 
dey. N. lat.), cultivated, in 1863, 36.667 acres of cane, which yielded 
21,467 lbs. of sugar, 3,012,396 gals. of syrup, besides forage, alcohol, seed 
and vinegar. 

It was for the purpose of observing the Chinese method of cultivating 
Sorgho, and especially their processes of manufacturing sugar from its 
juice, that Mr. C. came to China; for it is the impression in France and 
‘America that the Chinese are thoroughly acquainted with all plant 
digenous to their country ; and that the chief difficulty in obtaining sugar 
from the juice of the Sorgho was owing, either to some defect in foreign 
cultivation, in the mode of treating the juice, or in not possessing that 
species of Sorghum which yields the largest amount of crystallisable 
juice. 

Strange as it may appear, there is nothing in the agricultural works or 
actual present practice of the Chinese to prove that they cultivate Sorgho 
(Loo'tso) for any manufacturing purposes whatsoever, but chiefly for 
chewing and sucking the stalks. 

The plant, in this province, is cultivated chiefly on the island of Dzong- 
ming in the Yangtzse, just opposite Wusung; and from thence the 
Shanghai market is supplied. A sketch of the island was given, and the 
Chinese method of tillage. From all Mr. C. has read and seen, both 
here and in America, he is well satisfied that foreigners have nothing to 
learn from, but much to impart to the Chinese, in respect to Sorgho. 

In reganii to the cultivation of Sorgho for extracting sugar, it has been 
found that it may be successfully grown upon all lands where a fair crop 
of Indian corn can te cultivated. This simple statement covers the whole 
question of latitude and soils; and shows what an immense advantage 
Sorgho possesses over ordinary sugar-cane in respect to temperature, 
flourishing as it does in torrid and temperate zones alike. Mr. C. gave 
then a description of the soils, manures, and tillage best adapted to Sorgho. 
‘The Chinese and foreign methods of tillage, however, do not greatly dif- 
fer, though the latter is probably superior, The uses of Sorgho were 
stated, and among them are the following. An acre of ground produces 
about’ 22,000 stalks, yielding from three{to nine tons of comparatively 
dry forage, besides seed to the amount of from 25 to 40 bushels, weighing 
36 Ibs. to the bushel, and equal to oats or barley in nutrition. The 
hulls of the seeds yield a very beautiful purple tint used in colouring 
wines and silks. If the plant is cultivated for other purposes, an acre 
yields about 1,700 gallons of juice, giving from 10 to 13 per cent. of sac~ 
‘charine matter in the form of sugar or syrup, or about 6 per cent. of ab- 
solute alcohol. The yield of vinegar and beer is about the amount of 
juice consumed. Mr. C, explained the methods of manufacturing sugar, 
ayrup, alcohol, ether, vinegar, beer and meal from Sorgho, and exhibited 
specimens of these articles made by himself at Shanghai last fall. In 
conclusion, he stated that in the cultivation of Sorgho in China there 
opens up a new and profitable field of enterprise, because the plant yields 
cheaply an abundance of saccharine matter, used in manufacturing some 
of the chief artieles of modern consumption. 

‘Lhe second paper for the evening, on “The Geology of the 
Great Plain,” by Dr, Lamprey, 67th Regiment, was then read. 
Lack of space prevents us from enlarging upon the topics intro- 
duced. Soveral interesting specimens were laid before the 
meeting, of shells, &c., found in different places, and illustrative 
of tho subject. A vote of thanks having been passed to Dr. 
Collins and Dr, Lamprey, the proceedings terminated, 









































NINGPO, 

On the fnight of the 5th February, a Ningpo boat from 
Wanchew, while lying in the river (Ningpo) was boarded by six 
Europeans with masks on, who overpowered the crew, robbed 
the boat of $213 in money, and the clothes that were of any 
use belonging to the crew. ‘These scoundrels were armed with 
swords aud revolvers, and threatened to kill the first that made 
any noise. After they had got all they could, thoy cut adrift 
the boat’s sampan,’ ard shoved themselves off. 

‘The lighthouses are drawing fast towards completion, and 
will be lit for the first time about the ond of the current or 
beginning of next month (March). At present, after leaving 
the Light Ship, nothing is seen ahead in the light way from 
Shanghai to Ningpo (says the Friend of China), till a glimpse 
is caught of an oyster-sheil lantern over an upper room of the 
gateway to the dilapidated citadel on the hill at Chinhae ; 
a light of use only in steering to within a couple of miles or so 
of the entrance to the river, and which it is proposed to do 
without as soon as the other lights are fairly in operation. i 

The new lighthouses comprise, one on the island of Tse-lee, 
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about five miles from the river entrance, and another on tho 
the islet of Pas-ycu, a quarter of a mile or so from Cho-poa- 
san (Citadel hill), The Tse-lee lighthouse, complete in all but 
glazing, is an octagonal building about twenty-five feet high, on 
a three feet thick brick foundation, with walls two and a-balf 
feet thick on the base, reduced to two feet half the way up, 
and tapering from a diameter inside of eleven fect on lower 
story to six feet for the floor of tho lantern. ‘This Tse-lee 
or outer luminary, is 185 fect above the water, and a clear 
bright light will be visible in ordinary weather at a distance 
of eight miles or so. ‘The greatest benefit derivable from this 
light will be by navigators who approach Ningpo river through 
the Kintang Channel—say by sailing ships, of which as many 
as thirty got ashore outside Ningpo during the last yoar only. 

‘The inner light on Pas-yeu will be a dark red, a hundred and 
fifty feet above water, and particularly useful to steamers in 
helping them to strike the ceutre of the channel on either side 
of the islet. Until Chinese keepers are sufficiently acquainted 
with the duty required of them, common oil lamps, eight of 
them to each lighthouse, in plated copper reflectors, will be 
used, sliding on revolving carriages, twenty-four inches by 
twenty-four, and fed from the tops. . Substantial cottages are 
built in the vicinity of each lighthouse for the accommodation 
of the keepers (one European and two Chineso to each) ; and 
on Tse-lee thero is to be a flag-staff to warn ships when 
approaching dangers uawittingly, a gun for fogey day alarms, &¢. 

The lighthouses, however, are not the ouly useful improve- 
ments. Buoys are to be laid as follows :—One on Sesostris 
Rock near Pas-yeu island—where there is only twelve feet of 
water at low spring tides; one on Tiger's Tuil ; one on the 
Blonde Rock, and one on Alligator Point ;—the cost of the 
whole of these arrangements being somewhat considerable 
when viewed as a contribution in progress by Chinese Manda- 
tins. 
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HONAN, 

‘The Mahometan rebels in Honan are pursuing their successes, 
and have now captured the city of Lo-yang-hsien, where they 
have strongly entrenched themselves. The course of this re- 
bellious movement is marked by desolation and misery intlicted 
on the peaceful inhabitants, such as even tho ‘Taipings never 
approached in their wildest forays. The country around Lo- 
yaug has been turned into a wilderness, and the villages have 
‘been without exception burned to the ground, 


FOOCHOW. 

The British steamer Undine reports having left Foochow 
on the 12th of February, arrived at Amoy on the 13th, 
arrived in Swatow same day, left on the 14th at three P.w., and 
arrived at Hong Kong on the 15th. The steamers Maria, 
Prince Kung, Waratah, aud H.M.’s gunboat Bustard, were in 
Foochow; H.M.S, Pedorws, and gunboats Bustard, Janus, and 
Flamer, H.M.’s gunboat Haughty arrived in Swatow on the 
13th. An expedition was sent out from H M.’s vesscls in 
‘Amoy to a piratical village some distance up the river. No 
news, however, of what they had eficcted had reached Amoy 
before the departure of the Undine. 

HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 25th February. ‘Cho London mails of the 
10th January arrived out on the 23rd February. The British 
steamer Reiver was chartered to carry tho homeward mails by the 
Messageries Impériales in lieu of the Labowrdonnais, which was 
to await at Hong Kong the arrival of the next French mail. 
H.M.S. Jamar was to leave for the Mauritius, Natal, and the 
Cape, on the 28th February. 

‘A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 23rd 
February, all the members present, except the Surveyor-General 
and the Colonial Treasurer. After the minutes of the last 
meeting had been read and approved, the Governor intimated 
the matters to be considered were :—The third reading of an 
ordinance to amend the laws relating to offences against the 
person, &c.; the introduction of anordinance for the incorporation, 
registration, and winding-up of joint-stock trading companies ; 
‘and the revisal of the jury list for the present year. Beginning with 
the Limited Liability Act, as the second ordinance is sometimes 
called, his Excellency said that it was precisely the same ordi- 
nance which had already been submitted to the Council and 
rejected, but ho believed that its rejection arose from the want 
of a due understanding as to the views of the Chamber of 
Commerce on the matter. A second address from the Chamber 
had been sent in, and there was no longer any room for mis- 
understanding. A petition from the foreign community in 
Hong Kong, signed by 354 names, was also in his Excellency’s 
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hands, both of which documents were read. After some remarks 
on matters of form, the second reading of the ordinance was 
carried by seven to two, the minority being the Hon, Mr. Whittall 
and the Colonial Treasurer (who arrived in time to vote). Mr. 
Whittall protested against the passing of the measure, for reasons 
tobe furnished in the course of seven days; aud a committee, 
consisting of the Hon. Mr. Chomley, the Hon. Mr. Murray, the 
Attorney-General, Judge Ball, and the Auditor-General, were 
appointed to report upon the ordinance before it should come 
on for a final reading. ‘The Council then proceeded to revise 
the Jury List, 

The Governor had been pleased to make the following ap- 
pointments in the Hong Kong Volunteers :— 

Artillery Company : First Lieutenant H. Cohen to be Captain, 
vice Myburgh, resigned ; Second Licutenant W. J. Henderson 
to be First Licutenant, vico Cohen ; F. I, Hazeland, Quarter- 
Master Sergeant, to be Second Lieutenant, 

Rifle Company : T. G. Linstead, Colour-Sergeant, to be Lieu - 
tenant, vice Davidson retired. 

In the Vice-Admiralty Court on the 15th, judgment was 
delivered in “the /sland Queen v. the Nepaul.” The judge 
said that he thought the amount tendered by the impugnants 
(the P, and 0. Company), namely £3,000, and which amount 
was paid by them into the Court, was amply sufficient to pay 
the promovents for any salvage services they rendered to the 
Nepaul Judgment would be for the promovents (the 
Island Queen) for the amount so tendered, they paying all 
costs incurred subsequent to tho time the tender was made to 
them, 

At the Criminal Sessions, James Ellis, Inspector of Markets, 
was charged with extorting certain legs of mutton, turkeys, 
cases of brandy, &c., from the lessee of the Eastern Slaughter- 
house, Mr. Pollard assisted the Attorney-General for the 
prosecution, and Mr, Kingsmill appeared fot the defendant. 
‘The trial lasted into the second day, Mr. Kingsmill addressing 
the Jury and calling Mr, May, Captain Quin, and Mr, Jarmin, 
who gave the defendant an excellent character for the time he 
had served in the Police force (over ten years). The defen- 
dant has been Inspector of Markets for six years, and during 
that time no complaint had ever been made by avy of the 
market people. The Chief Justice summed up, and the Jury 
found the prisoner Not Guilty by six to one, 

‘The trial of the men accused in the bank robbery case was 
remanded to Wednesday, March 1, as important witnesses for 
the prosecution were not yet forthcoming. Some discussion 
took place as to the accused being admitted to bail; which 
was refused, owing to the important nature of the case. If the 
witnesses arrived in tho interval, the case would be resumed 
before the time mentioned. 

The P. and O. Company have just completed a new landing 
wharf in front of their offices. It is made of the best timber, 
and will be found both commodious and economical by the com- 
pany and the public. ‘The wharf does not extend very far from 
the quay, and at the lowest neap tides gives a depth of twenty- 
three fect. The Cadi: was laid alongside of the new wharf, and 
the erection scems in every sense suitable for the purpose con- 
templated. 

"The Daily Press says—Messra. Russell and Co. aro erecting 
wharf of the same description, opposite Wohang’s, for the con- 
venience of their Canton steamers, At least two wharves are 
either erected, or are being erected, at Wanchai, and we believe 
that others will spring up. The advantages to the colony in a 
commercial point of view from a system of deep water wharfage 
are too palpable and too well understood to require enlarging 
upon, Economy in the landing charges, the saving from pils 
ferage and waste, and the despatch which can be given to ships, 
are the items on which the advantages will tell. Instead of 
rice being subject to a charge of eight ccuts por picul for 
landing, one or at most two cents would cover it. Instead of 
the pilferage and waste amounting to three per cent., they will 
hardly amount to one per cent. ; and instead of 'a ship being a 
fortnight in discharging, four days will be sufficient, In 
delivering cargo from the yodown the same advantages are mul- 
tiplied. 

Her Majesty's gunboat Opossum, which left for the Paracelle 
Shoal on the Sth February to receive the crew of the British 
barque Feariiof, which was lost upon the shoal ou 12th Jan,, 
bas returned. She reports that she arrived at the Paracelles 
on the Sth, found six Chinese upon Lincoln Island who were 
part of the barque’s crew. They stated that a Hainan junk 
had arrived three days previous and taken the treasure, cou- 
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sisting of about 000, off the wreck; that when the six 
Europeans remaining on the island saw them they took the 
sbip’s gig, and with only three gallons of water and very little 
provisions got clear away from the place, ‘The gunboat crew 
examined Woody Island, Rocky Island, and the Amphitrite 
group of islands, these being to leeward of tho wreck, but 
gained no tidings of the men ; several fi hing junks were inter. 
rogated, but said they knew nothing of them. Took some 
sails, &c., off the wreck, and left for Hong Kong on the 9th 
Feb. On Saturday, the 11th, when within sixty miles of Hong 
Kong encountered a heavy gale, which drove them back and 
they anchored under Namoa Island until the 14th, when the 
weather moderated, and they were enabled to come on to 
Hong Kong. [It will be recollected that the last number of 
the London and China Telegraph reported the safe arrival of 
the chief officer and five seamen of the Fearnot at Singapore, 
they having been picked up by the Cedars, bound to Rangoon. 
The steamer Plymouth Rock, while returning from Canton on 
the night of the 17th Feb., in order to take her place against 
the Kinshan on the following morning, ran into a junk at the 
entrance to the Throat Gates, siuking her almost immediately. 
Five men and about $15,000 worti of property were lost. 

The Sailors’ Home is progressing more favourably than the 
projectors ever dreamt of, ‘There have been about one hun- 
dred inmates in it at one and the same time. Many hands 
having been shipped, tho number at present is reduced to 
about seventy, subject to daily fluctuations. The inmates are 
happy and contented, and the concern is evidently a thriving one. 
There is a great want of accommodation for officers, engineers, 
and seafaring men of the better class (remarks tho Evening 
Mail). It says a great deal for the accommodation and the 
fare of the establishment, that a slight sprinkling of these 
should tuke advantage of its operation, and mingle with the 
sailors, in preference to resorting to tho existing boarding- 
houses, which have hitherto been maintained by their recep- 
tion, Still such a state of things is unseemly, and should be 
put a stop to with all convenient speed. We presume it is 
not intended to give up the whole of the building constructed 
for the accommodation of the Indian sailors, to the superin- 
tendent ; and we should say that the mess-room for officers 
might be made in that building. Furthermore, we should 
imagine that one of the dormitories (of course we mean in the 
large building) might be kept select for officers, until the other 
dormitories should be full aud additioual bedding be required 
—and even then a space might be screcned off. We believe 
that the accounts exhibit a fair surplus on the first month’s 
transactions, and that the fear lest the Home should not pay 
its expenses is a lost one, 

‘The 16th of February was the first day of the races, which 
were continued on the 18th and 19th.

‘ CANTON. 

One or two numbers of a weekly newspaper, published in 
Canton, in the Chinese language only, and edited by one of 
the foreign missionaries there, have been sent to us, The copy 
last received contains two advertisements and five articles or 
paragraphs on different subjects, ‘The advertisements announce 
(1) Dr. Hobson's Medical Work, in five volumes (in Chinese), 
for sale; and (2) the Medical Missionary Society’s Hospital, 
open for the dispensing of medical advice and assistance, 
free of charge. ‘The subjects touched upon in the same 
number of the paper are (1) a notice of the Government 
schools in Hong Kong, their number, and the manner in which 
they are conducted ; (2) notice of a misdemeanor in a village 
in the district of Koiu ; (3) the present condition of the Taiping 
rebellion ; (4) notice of the bauk robbery in Hong Kong; (5) 
an article on the revolutions of the earth. The uudertaking is 
as yet in its infancy, and its prospects cannot be stated with 
certainty; but the small price (two cash) at present 
charged for each copy, must, we should think, ensure a 
large sale for “The Chizese and Foreign Weekly Newspaper,” 
as it is called, So far as we know, the experiment of starting 
such a newspaper in Canton is new. The amount of matter 
given for the money seems very large ; and should the immense 
native population of Canton take a fancy to the new journal— 
should ten thousand copies be sold every week—the under- 
taking would more than pay itself. In that case, it would most 
likely be enlarged aud become a useful advertising medium, in 
which event, we havo been told, the price might easily enough 
be reduced to one cash per copy. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates hence are to the 6th March. The London mail of the 
26th January arrived ont on the 4th March. The Thunder 
steamer arrived from Calcutta on the 3rd March, having on 
board his Royal Highness the Duke de Brabant, traveiling 
under the title of the Count de Tervucren, The Hon, EL P, 
Levinge was also a passenger in her, ‘Ihe United States steam 
frigate Jroguois was at Galle when the Otéawa, the steamer 
that brought the London mails, left there. It was said she 
was coming on to Singapore, in search of the Confederate cruiser 
Shenandoah—which, as we kaow in England, was then in 
Australian waters, 

‘The deaths from cholera were diminishing at Singapore. 

The Jubilanm, Bremen barque, Vochler, master, bound from 
Rangoon to Hong Kong with a cargo of rice, had been wrecked 
on Batu Mandi, east of the Pedra Branca lighthouse. The 
wreck had been sold by auction for the sum of eighty-one 
dollars. 

There was a ruraour that a local joint-stock company was 
about to be started, to undertake general marine insurance 
business, It is urged that the amount of insurance effected at 
Singapore in a year is euormous, and that a local inspection 
and direction would give a company many advantages over 
other foreign offices. 

The Governor has been pleased to accept the resignation by 
Mr. G. T. Wright of the office of Depaty Shipping Master and 
‘Assistant Master Attendant, Singapore, from the 3:d of Feb., 
1864, the date of his departure from the settlement on leave 
of absence ; and to appoint Mr. J. Anderson to those offices, 
Mr. D. C, Presgrave, J. P., has been appointed Deputy Coroner 
for Prince of Wales’ Island. 

Mr. Joaquim d’Ameida writes to the Straits Times in 
reference to the firm of Jose d’Almeida and Sons:—* We 
obtained our personal discharge from the Insolvent Court at 
the hearing on the 23rd of February, aud there was no oppo- 
sition made, His Honour the Recorder was pleased to com~ 
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pliment us on its being very creditable that there was no 
opposition made.” 

A coroner's inquest was held on the 22nd February, on the 
body of a Europe named Mark Donovan, steward of the P. 
and O. Company's steamer Orissa, Deceased came by his death 
by accidentally falling over the wharf at New Harbour, while 
attempting, itis supposed, to save a uative seaman who had also 
fallen into the water, A verdict of accidental death was re- 
tumed.

£600 000, and of indircet, £560,000, the principal portion of which, 
it is believed, will Le covered. There is a firm at Alexandria 
interested, and an agency at Ceyion, The liquidation will natu- 
rally depend upon the ‘ealisation’ of cotton and other produce, 
cargoes of which are now coming forward. At presert, from the position 
of the London and Liverpool mariels, the prospects lor creditors are 
anything but fevourable.

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CHINESE CURIOSITLES AT THE CRYSTAL PALACE, 

A valuable and most interesting collection of Chinese gens, relics, State 
emblems, and works of art has just been opened at Norwood, in a special 
enclosure of its own, in the French Court of the Crystal Palaces AS might 
be anticipated, the great bul’ of the very rare and often most costly articles 
shown here came originally from the Einperor’s Summer Palace of Yuen- 
ming- Yuen, near Peking~a palace which was given up to plunder and 
entirely destroyed in retaliation for the monstrous treachery by which sv 
many English and French men and oflicers were captured under a tlag of 
trace and tortured to death, ‘The fortunate owner of this collection is 
Captain Negroni, of the 102ad Regiment of the Line, who has suceceded 
in getting together one of the most curious, and probably one of the most 
valuable collections of the kind that has ever been seen in this 
country. In the rare old kinds of Chinese porcelain the coliee- 
tion is unusnaily rich, ‘There are sume splendid specimens of 
jade ornaments in the collection; among them a jewel stand, for- 
merly used by the Empress, inlaid with rubies, pink coral, and lapis-lazuli, 
and an exquisite model of a junk, with rowers, interior farniture, and 
everything complete, carved out of a single mass of white jade. There 
are many smaller groups aud lange vases with covers, and a seal belonging 
tothe Emperor, with an inscription on the back warning those who found

the treasure that death was the penalty of not returning it to the Emperor. 
In Oriental jaspers and agates, and real chalcedony, there are wonderful 
works in cameos, carved groups, and vases. The Chinese jewels are of 
rare beauty, and of considerable value. Among them are two jewel cases, 
one of mosaic work formed of sapphires, rubies, emeralds, and pearls 
another of sinall pearls, diamonds, rubies, sapphires, and emeralds. Here, 
too, is a State ornament formerly worn by the Emperor, and composed 
entirely of precious stones; the Emperor's Siate waist buckle, formed of 
alarge uncut sapphire. “Among the gems proper there are some rare 
an:d extraordinary specimens, which would be of iinmense value if they were 
not all most seriously depreciated either by p-rforation, by bad eutting,or by 
being cut flat to make one good stone into several thin “ rose” gems of the 
same size. Among othersis an Oriental sapphire weighing 48 carats, aruby 
weighing 24 carats, a pair of ruby ear-rings, worn by the Empress, weigh- 
ing 16 carats each, an amethyst weighing 150 carata, a rose ruby which is 
said to weigh 500 carats, and a monster sapphire, said to be the largest 
in the wold, and weighing 742 Tn China of the rarest and most 
beautiful types the collection is as rich as in jewels and carvings, lacquer, 
and inlaid work, In what is called the European portion of tne collection 
are some fine works which have been presented from Europe to various 
Emperors of China, and which now, by the strange vicissitudes of fortune, 
find their way back to this quarter of the world almost centuries after they 
were made. One of the most interesting of theseis a box sent to China 
by Marie Antoinette, and which bears her cipher. It is one of the most 
complete and valuable of them all, and the automaton singing birds which 
surmount one portion of it may still be regarded at this day as models of 
mechanical exceilence. Altogether, the whole collec.ion is emphatically 
one of the best and most interesting of its kind that has ever been shown. 
in England, andit is certain at Norwood to prove one of the most lasting 
attractions of this season. 





























CONSUL WINCHESTER’S DESPATCH. 
(From the London Gaze'te.) 

The following despatch, with its enclosures, has been re- 
ceived from Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires in Japan :— 

« Yokohama, Jan. 13. 

«My Lord,—It is with great satisfaction that I find it my duty to bring 
to your Lordship’s notice two additional instances of the humane aud 
hospitable treatment, by thé Japanese authorities and people, of ship- 
wrecked crews, and of pains aken by them to preserve or recover pro- 
perty or ear belonging to stranded vessels. 

«In November last the British barque Ashmore, proceeding to Hakodag 
from this port, was wrecked at Benten Sama, or Low Island, in the Siraits 
ot Tsungaru; and Mr, Interpreter Euslie, who started from Hakodadi on 
the 27th of November, and was only able to reach the scene of the disaste 
several days later, refers in the highest terms to the kind attentions shown 
by the Princ+ of Nambu, who, iramediately on hearing of the wreck, 
issued orders to render to the ship's company every possible assistance. 

“>econdly, in December last, the British barque Onward, chartered to 
take the place of the Ashwore, was, on her voyage to Hakodadi, wrecked 
at Kashima, about 250 miles distant from Yokohama. The captain, his 
wife, two children, and crew were treated with the utmost kindness by the 
Hatamoto (squire of the village )—the property saved from the wreck, in- 
cludivg all theie clothes. A box of treasure (35,000) was carefully 
guarded, and finally placed on board Her Majesty's steam despatch- 
gunboat Cogueite, sent to their re 

“Tris also moumbent on me to point out the zealous and praiseworthy 
services of the gentlemen belonging to Her Majesty's Civil -ervice who 
proceeded to the assistance of these wrecks, and the risks to which the 
faithful performance of such duties exposes them. Mr. Enslie was seven’ 
days in reaching the Ashmore. Throughout this time he was in an ope: 
Japanese boat, exposed to the rigoum of a commencing winter and the 
dangers of a stormy strait, Indeed, during his absence, the rumours of 
the boat being driven out to sea and cast away were so alarming and per- 
sistent that 1 deemed it right to ask Mr. Consul Vyse, who was here ou 
unexpired leave, to return to his post on service in the Osprey which Sir 
Auustus Kuper was good enough on my representation to despatch to 
Hakodadi. 

In the case of the Onward, Mr. Satow, Student Interpreter of this 
Degation, proceeded in the Coquette ty Cape Kona, and made his way on 
shore in the gig through a tempestuous surf, which they were only able to 
recross after their boat had been transported for four miles across a neck 
ofsand to a more protected starting point. 

‘The procedure of the Japanese Government, in these cases, is so uni 
formly distinguished by genuine hospitality and kindaess, and is in such 
marked contrast to the inhuinanity and rapacity almost everywhere shown 
by the kindred race on the opposite coast of China, that I trust your lord- 
ship will hold me excused for occupying your lordsbip’s time with details 
of events which are otherwise of ordinary interest

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“ The following is the evidence of Capt. Jenkins, of the British barque 
Ashmore, wrecked off Cape Sarawasaki on the 24th of November :— 

“ «Lett Yokohama on Monday, the 1th of November, 186-4. Strong. 
winds, fine weather, and at last arrived on the evening of the 24th off! 
Cape asaki. Ateight o'clock, bearing south, distance seven miles, 
strong wind and thick weather; took in top-gallant sails, double reeted 
the top-sails, and about half-past nine a man sung out, “ Breakers ou the 
starboard how!” 1 saw a passage between Low Island and the Cape ; 
tried to steer the vessel between, and about five minutes alter the vessel 
struck heavily, ‘he yards were immediately backed in order to move 
the ship off, but could do nothing, the seas making a breach over her, 
which hove her stern right on to the rocks and took the rudder olf. 1 
ordered the caspenter to sound the pamps about half an hour after she 
struck and found five feet of water in the hold; got the hands 
turmcd to, and got some provisions on shore; took a couple 
of sails to make a tent, At4a.at found the water up to the 
lower deck beams. All hands went oa shore by ropes. At daylight 
went on board and tried to save some of gur effects. The mate and four 
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hands got the whaleboat and tried to go to Hakodadi to report the wreck ; 
I and the remainder of the crew stopped, trying to save all we could. 
Saved the treasure at great risk. At 830 the ship sank in 4} fathoms 
water. On Friday afternoon the ship went to pieces. On Thursday morn- 
ing, at 9.80, some Japanese came off bringing rice. Assistance from the 
Consulate arrived, but nothing could be done till Tuesday morning, on 
which day Her Britannic Majesty's Acting Consul came himself. We 
left for Hakodadi in junks the following morning.

Kreeft, late master of the British barque Onward, of 
Melbourne, which was wrecked on the east coast of Niphon on the 29th 
of December, 1864, with to express my thanks for the great kindness and 
protection received by myself, crew, and family from the Japanese autho- 
rities of Kasima, where the vessel was wacked:

Coquette, every want and necessary was supplied to u 

“©The magistrate or chief Yakonin of that locality was so civil and 
attentive as to personally escort us on board the Coquette, and further to 
render great assistance to Mrs. Kreeft and children, and also to the officers 
and crew of the Coguette's gig, detained during two days by an impass- 
able bar, and eventually had the boat and treasure carried over a distance 
of four miles to another part of the coast, to enable them to get off; the 
said head Yakonin himself seeing the last eafely on board the Coguette. 

“<T have no hesitation in saying, from my experience, that the kind 
treatment and efficient assistance which I received from those Japanese 
authorities could not have been surpassed in any part of the world.

COTTON CULTIVATION IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

At the meeting of the Cotton Supply Association some Con- 
aular, reports were received from the Foreign-ofice relative to 
the cultivation of Cotton, of which the following were from 


China and Japan 

Report on the cultivation of cotton in the province of Chekiang, in China, 
of which Ningpo is the foreign shipping port, by Mr. Consur. 
Frrtock. 

Area of land planted with cotton in 1863, about 54,000 acres; and in 
1864, about 106,000 acres. No foreign seed is used at present in the 
province. The amount of produce for 1863 was returned at 200,000 bales, 
and the estimated quantity for 1864 is 400,000 bales. The season for 
sowing is May, and the season for picking about the middle of Septetaber. 
It is difficult to say what prices would be remunerative under ordinary cir- 
cumstances. The present price is about 9d. per Ib., but is entirely at- 
tributable to the demand consequent on the stoppage of supplies from 
America ; before that took place, and prior to the devastation of the country 
by the rebels, the average price was less than 5d. per Ib. 

The war in America has given an immense impetus to cotton cultivation 
in this province. Four years ago little or none was exported; in the 
present year, as stated, the export will amount to about 400,000 bales, or 
63,840,6001b., and, so far as I am aware, the power of increase is regulated 
entirely by the quantity in demand. Other crops are, of course, made to 
give way for its cultivation, more especially rice, which the more remu- 
nerative price of cotton enables the agriculturist to give up producing, 
and buy from a foreign market. Thus three or four years ago the quantity 
of rice imported was insignificant, while last year it was valued at 
$9,706,182. ‘The cotton crop is made to alternate with whcat or barley, 
and beans, The mode of cultivation is this: about May the cotton seed 
is sown in the intervals of rows of wheat and beans, which in that month 
are full grown, and conversely in October the wheat and beans are 

lanted in the intervals of the standing cotton rows. ‘The seed is covered 
in when sown With a heavy iron mattock with four teeth. The growing 
cotton is manured with canal mud, vegetable ashes, human excrement, 
&c., but manure is not s0 universally applied as in the cultivation of rice. 
Previous to the foreign demand for cotton, the produce of this province 
found its way to the markets of Fuh-Kien. Although the distance from 
Kuan-hai-wei to Ningpo by land is only about thirty miles, owing 
to the water-way having to double the extremity of a range of 
hills, by that route by which all the coiton for exportation is 
Drought, it has to traverse about sixty or seventy miles. ‘Twelve miles 
of the water is along a canal which communicates with the tidal 
river Yung, by one of the rude sluices over which the boats are 
hauled by capstans. As the entrance to the sluice is narrow, the deten- 
tion sometimes is very great, and the inconvenience and difficulties to be 
overcome here, and at another place about three miles further on, where 
the boats have to pass a narrow bridge, under which is an obstruction of 
rock, impassable at low water, are excessive, and the time wasted in tran- 
sition from Kuan-hai-wei to Ningpo varies from a couple of days to four 
or five. These obstructions, it is believed, are easily removable, but the 
inhabitants are too indolent, inert, and indifferent to take any interest in 
improvements of this kind. ‘The sluice capstans are worked by a band of 
peasants, with no responsible or influential management. No kind of 
order or system is obscrved in passing the boats, and the master of each 
has to make his own bargain, except when foreign or accidental influence 
somewhat expedites matters. The city of Kuan-hai-wei is about thirty 
miles this side of An-chang, and within two or three mils of the sea. 
It contains about 10,000 inhabitants. ‘The cotton plains skirt the Hang- 
chow Bay along the whole of its southern shore, and it is surmised the 
northern shore affords equal advantages for the cultivation of the cotton 
Plant. Nearly all the upper plains of the province, in fact, are admirably 
Adapted for this description of agriculture. —British Con-ulate, Ningpo, 
29th December, 1864. 
Report on the cultivation of cotton near the consular district of Kana-

No means exist for ascertaining the quantity of land under cotton 





























cultivation. 1t is stated by Japanese farmers and others that the 
high price of cotton during last year has stimulated _produc- 
tion to about double the amount of former years in this imme= 
diate neighbourhood. No data exists for estimating the whole 
amount of the crop ; but the figures below refer to the exports from this 
rt: —July Ist, 1863, to September 30th, 1863, 11,094 bales, not pressed 
y machinery, #0 that the precise quantity cannot be ascertained, For 
the whole year 1863, the export from Yokohama was 4,892,933|b. avoir- 
dupois, as returned by the Japanese customs at this port. July Ist to 
September 30th, 1864. 3,396,6001b., or 11,322 bales, all pressed by 
machinery, weighing 300Ib. per bale. The probable export of this year 
will, I think, be over 7,000,000Ib., or approaching 8,000,0001b. e 
great point of destination for the cotton crop of Japan is Osaka, on the in- 
land sea, from which it is distributed. The season for sowing is the end of 
May or the beg:oning of June. The season for picking usually extends 
through the whole of October; in backward seasons it is protracted into 
the first days of November. Under ordinary circumstances Sd. per Ib. 
would be remunerative. 

The common yield of an acre of land is about 2501b., or about 100 to 
115 pieces of Japanese long cloth, 9} yards long by 12 inches wide. 
‘The replies to the queries refer only to this district and the neighbourhood 
of Yedo. The farmers produce little more cotton than is required for the 
supply of their own wants, The high price of cotton has stimulated pro- 
duction this year to perhaps double the amount of last. The best cotton 
districts in Japan are in the southern part of Nipon, bordering on the in- 
land sea. In this region cotton is sown in drills, about 16 inches apart, 
tween the rows of wheat and rapeseed, while it is still standing, and just 
before it is harvested. It is manured with liquid manure twice, and the 
plant attended to, its extreme ends, and all supernumerary buds and 
sprouts, 80 a8 to maintain a vigorous plant and alarge boll—7th October,

HOUSE OF LORDS. 


THE WAR IN BHOOTAN. 
= (April 7th.) Lord Lyvepen desired to know what measures Government 
intended to take in consequence of the events lately reported to have taken 
place in Bhootan. He believed that the annexation of Bhootan to our 
Indian Empire would be most mischievous.—Lord Durrenin hoped that 
no discussion would take place on this subject until the papers were in the 
hands of the House. There was no intention whatever to annex Bhootan ; 
but a sufficient number of troops had now been ordered up to hold and 
retain the frontier forts.—The Earl of ELLENBOROUGH would have 
ferred that the troops should have been withdrawn. He could not lp 
feeling that the arrangements for our late expedition against Bootan had 
been most imperfect and inadequate. 
EASE INDIA HIGH COURTS BILL. 
(8th.) This Bill was read a third time and passed, . 
‘Their lordships then adjourned unti! Thursday, the 27th inst. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
EAST INDIA (GOVRRNOR-GENERAL’S POWERS, &c.) BILL. 

(March Bist.) Mr. VansrTrarr said that this Bill proposed to enlarge the 
powers of the Governor-General for making laws and regulations io India, 
End to that he entertained no objection. He deeply regretted the result 
of recent operations in Bhootan, which reflected no lustre on our arms. 
He wished to know whether instructions had not been issued to Sir J. 
Lawrence not to make any new appointments of greater value than £400 
a year. He could not reconcile this petty interference with the professed 
object of this Bill.—Sir C. Woop said the operations in Bhootan had 
been undertaken at the recommendation of the Lieut.-Governor of 
Bengal, but the troops were not to occupy territory, but only to holda 
line of forts to protect our own frontier, With regard to the second point, 
it had been from time immemorial the standing rule not to make any new 
appointment above a certain value without the sanction of the Home 
Government. The Bill then went through Committee. 

CHINESE LAW WITH REGARD TO EUROPFANS. : 
(Apzli Gih.) Colonel SyKes, who had on the votes a notice of his in- 
tention to ask a question, said it would hardly be intelligible without 
explanation, A boat sent up the river for silk was plundered by three 
Europeans. ‘They were apprehended, one at Shanghai, two at Hong 
Kong, and thrown into prison, A partner in the firm which had been 
robbed, Mr. Hart, wrote, and said, ** We have the culprits in custody, and 
they will be punished if we don't get back the dollars." But instead of 
the prisoners being punished, the judge at Hong Kong had released them, 
on the ground that there was no law in China to punish Europeans who 
committed robberies in China. His question was whether the law con- 
trolling the conduct of British subjects in China was so inoperative that 
Europeans could commit robberies in the interior upon Europeans and 

natives with impunity. A ; 

‘The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said the only answer he could give was this, 
—that any Europeans committing an act which would be a crime by the 
law of this country were amenable, if they could be caught and the fact 
proved, to the consular authorities in China, and also to the Criminal 
Court at Hong Kong. ‘There might be difficulty in getting evidence 5 
and he eupposed that a case in China could never be the same as one in 


England, 
COLONIAL BISHOPS. - 

(6th.) In answer to Mr. H. Seymour, Mr. CARDWELL said the patents 
which had been issued by the Patent.office were now undergoing careful 
examination, with a view of submitting a case for the opinion of the law 
officers of the Crown. It was the intention of the Government most care~ 
fully to examine the late decision of the Privy Council before any further 
patents were issued, 











THE RHOOTAN EXPEDITION. 
(Gth.) Tn answer to various questions from Lord DunkeLtin, Sta C. 
Woon said that the instructions given in India were to occupy the passes 
leading into Bhootan, and not to make any occupation in that countrys 
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‘and the right hon. gentleman said that he was very averse to any occupa- 
tion of that territory, because he did not see how they could withdraw 
their troops if they once were allowed to occupy it. He had received in- 
formation upto December last, from which it appeared that Her Majesty's 
forces had lost only five men. In January the Bhootians had taken up a 
position which led to Her Majesty’s troops evacuating two of the passes, 

the result of the whole operations was that the Government of India had 
sent forward one regiment and a half of British troops into that country, 
but he could not say what arrangements had been made for the purpose 
of ensuring protection against the effect of the weather. ‘The following 
was from a despatch which he had just received:—« We shall spare no 
pains to provide shelter for the troops and to secure their health.” 

THE WAK IN BHOOTAN, 

(7th.) Mr. H. Seystour wished to call attention to the great disaster 
which had occurred to our arms in India from the failure of the expedi- 
tion to Bhootan. He wished to know what information on this subject 
could be afforded by the Secretary of State for India—Sir C. Woon 
assured the hon. gentleman that the reports from which they had obtained 
their information were without foundation, and devoid of truth, He 
denied that one-third of the force had been lost, or that any considerable 
proportion of the army had been sacrificed. The state of affairs at the 
Present moment was that the Government were in possession of territory 
which they proposed to hold, and he submitted that it wus not quite fair 
to condemn any officers until further information was afforded by the 
arrival of the mail. 





IAN FINANCIAL ARKANGEMENTS. 
(7th.) Mr. H. Seymour asked whether it was true that a customs’ 
duty had been placed on jute, coffee, and various other articles, and that 
the income-tax had been continned in India.—Sir C. Woop said there 
‘was some inconvenience in the telegraph system, and no information could 
have arrived by post from Calcutta relating to the result of the proposi- 
tions made at Calcutta on the subject of finance, because such financial 
statement could not be made earlier than March 31. Whatever had ap- 
peared in the papers could only be received by teleeraph. He had re- 
ceived a telegram, dated the 3rd of April, stating that the income-tax 
bad not been renewed, but that certain duties had been placed on certain 
articles of produce in India, He could hardly doubt the fact ; but, at 
the same time, it was so totally the reverse of everything be had reason 
to suppose would be done by Her Majesty’s Government in India, that 
he hardly knew whether to believe it or not. 
BRITISH OUTRAGES IN CHINA. 
7th.) Colonel Syxes asked the Under-Secretary of State fur Foreign 
Affairs whether Mr. Consul Swinhoe had made a_report that the British 
merchant steamer Elphin, while loading sugar at Takao, was hired by the 
local Mandarin to go out of port and attack junks said to be piratical, 
on the agreement that captured janks should belong to the captain of the 
Elphin and crew ; that the steamer went out and attacked a junk pointed 
‘out, which did not make any resistance, nevertheless she was fired into and 
‘one of the crew killed, and the remainder of the crew, twenty-one in 
number, taken prisoners and lodged in the hong of Messrs. Lesler and Co., 
and the junk carried into Takao; that Mr. Consul Swinhoe tried the 
tain, a Prussian subject, and condemned him to a penalty of GUO 
dollars, afterwards reduced to 400, as a sufficent penalty for the murder : 
and, incase Consul Swinhoe's report had not beenreceived, whether it would 
be sent for; and whether the Hong Kong Ordinance, No. 1, of January

A Holstein newspaper, published at Altona, announces the 
return, on a visit to his father, who is a civil functionary in 
the town of Wilster, of Captain Alfred Tetens, who, after a 
series of romantic adventurcs, has become Viceroy of one of 
the Carolino Islands, a group but little known, lying in the 
Pacific to the north of New Guinca or Papua, and to the cast 
of the Philippines. It appears that this gentleman, when 
quite young and fond of adventures, betook himsclf to 
a roving life, and served as sailor in several vessels 
navigating the China Seas, and in the course of his 
perigrinations visited one of the Caroline Islands to com- 
plete by barter with the natives a cargo of bceche-de-mer 
for the China market. He subsequently returned to the same 
island, married the King’s daughter, was tattoocd right and 
left, commanded with success several hostile expeditions to 
the other islands of the group, returning in triumph with 
several chieftains as prisoners of war. For his courage and ability 
in conducting these expeditions he was raised to the dignity 
of Knight of the native “Order of the Bone.” He then bought 
onefof the islands, on which he built a comfortable house, now 





= 
inhabited during his absence by his Royal father-in-law, who 
conferred on him the vice-royalty of the island, which produces 
abundantly indigo, tobacco, and excellent cotton. Having now 
undertaken the command of a vessel filled with a cargo of 
native produce, he arrived with it safely at Amsterdam, from 
which city he has travelled to his native place, and gladdened 
the hearts of his aged parents, who had long since given 
him up for lost. , Captain etens has called the at- 
tention of the Prussian Government to the fact that the 
Caroline Islands are uot occupied by any Europeans, and that 
possession of them might easily be acquired. It may there- 
fore be expected that they will shortly be visited by one of 
the Prussian men-of-war on the China station. 

From St. Petersburg we learn that the annual convivial 
meeting of the Oriental Siberians residing in that city was 
held last week, when upwards of eighty sat down to a sump- 
tuous repast, which was honoured by the presence of Count 
Muravieff-Amoorsky, formerly Governor-General of Eastern 
Siberia, and several other notabilities. After the usual loyal 
toasts had been given and duly responded to, it was proposed to 
open a subscription for the purpose of founding a bursarship at 
the University of St. Petersburg, for a student native of East 
Siberia, to be called, in honour of the late Governor-Gencral, 
“ Bursarship of Count Nicholas Muravieff-Amoorsky.” The 
proposal found general favour, and was immediately responded 
to in such a liberal manner, that the subscriptions on the spot 
amounted to 5,000 silver roubles, 

On the 25th ult. the contract between the General Ad- 
ministration of the Russian Telegraph Department and Mr. 
Sibley, Chairman of the American “ Western Union Telegraph 
Company,” for the establishment of telegraphic communication 
between Europe and America via Siberia, was signed at St. 
Petersburg. ‘The company binds itself to raise for the erccu- 
tion of the works the sum of ten millions of dollars, of which 
8,434,600 dollars are already subscribed by Americancapitalists. 
The telegraph is to be finished the whole distance, and opened 
for the trausmission of messages between New York and all 
the stations in Great Britain and Ireland within the 
spaco of five years from the date of signing the contract— 
consequently by the 25th of March, 1870, at the latest. It 
certainly seems extraordinary that our transatlantic cousins 
should be in such a desperate hurry to risk such a large stake 
as the above-mentioned sum already subscribed, with full 
knowledge of the fact that in the beginning of July next the 
Great Eastern will sail from the shores of Ireland to lay down 
the new direct Atlantic telegraph cable; and, if it succeeds, 
the messages will, of course, be transmitted by it not only 
quicker but much more chcaply. One would imagine common 
prudence would have dictated the desirability of waiting for at 
least three or four short months, under the circumstances of 
the case, as, if it succeeds, the Russian-American gigantic 
scheme will be of but little commercial or political importance, 
and, in fact, nearly superfluous. 


COMMERCIAL, 


Corres.—The business in this market is beginning now to take larger 
dimensions as the navigation with the north of Europe re-opens. Prices 
of all descriptions are well kept up. Sales of the week, 12,000 bags. Fresh 
supplies arrive freely, so that the imports to the end of March are now 
nearly what they were last year (13,100,000 Ibs. against 13,900,000 Ibs. 
in 1864), whilst the stock is rather larger (8,060,000 Ibs. against 7,000,000 
Ibs. last year). 

SccaR.—A fall of 4 to 8Sch. Beo. in values induced purchasers to come 
forward pretty freely ; amongst the dealings may be noticed 13,000 bags 
of clayed and unclayed Manila, Refined rather dull, and a shade lower, 
especially for inferior qualities. 

Rice.—Market steady, with a sufficiency of business, Rough attracts 
more attention, and 3,000 bags of common Bengal changed hands. 

Srices.—There have been no sales by importers, and but few by the 
dealers. Prices without alteration, and firm. 

Tea.—More animation is evident, as the assortment is perfected by 
considerable direct supplies. Among the sales of fresh parcels just 
arrived were 258 packages of Pecco per Carausius, 460 do. of Conygou, 
and 966 do. of Imperial per Gustav and Ernst, and 1,794 do. of Congou, 
559 do, of Souchong, and 277 do. of Pecco per Picciola. Besides the 
above sales by importers, there were considerable transactions done by the 
dealers, especially in Souchong, Congou, and various descriptions of green 
teas. On the whole, the market is in a very satisfactory state, and the prices 
are steady. 

Dnvcs.—Refined camphor commands an easy sale, and former prices 
continue to be realised, A further sale of 200 chests of candiea ginger is 
reported. 

Specren continues to rise. Since the departure of last mail several 
parcels have been taken at 18 Mks. 4 Sch., and now higher prices are de- 
manded.

THE BISHOPRIC OF VICTORIA (HONG KONG). 

No appointment has yet been made to this vacant colonial 
sce. The recent judgment of the Judicial Committeo of 
Privy Council on the Colenso case has brought into prominent 
notice the legal error under which the Sovereign bad been led 
by her advisers to issue Letters Patent constituting colonial 
dioceses, and conferring on the colonial bishops so appointed 
ceclesiastical jurisdiction, beyond the powers of the Royal pre- 
rogative, Although this excess of the Koyal prerogative applies 
only to colonies possessing self-government and an independent 
Jooal Legislature, the caso of Crown colonies is on this ac- 
count reserved, as but partially affected by the recent judgment— 
it is nevertheless understood that there is a reluctance on the 
part of the Colonial Office authorities to make any new nomi- 
nations in the present uncertainty, and that the whole subject 
is under review by the Home Government, 

In small colonial communities like Hong Kong it is obvious 
that the institution of an Episcopate was intended by its pro- 
moters for far wider and more general objects than merely the 
local pastoral superintendenco of a limited European commu- 
nity in one of the smallest of Brittish settlements. Superin- 
tendence of the Anglican missionaries on the continent of 
China itself, and visitations of the Government chaplains sta- 
tioned in the various consular ports, formed a part of the 
arrangements originally contemplated by the founders of the 
xce, aad expressly mentioned in Her Majesty’s Letters Patent. 
‘Tho unwillingness of the Foreign Office to part with its own 
direct and exclusive authority over the consular chaplains ; 
the anomalous ecclesiastical position of tho various military 
and vaval chaplains in China; and the omnipotence of Home 
Committees in all the details of Missionary Societies’ acts 
and proceedings in reference to the missionary clergy abroad, 
have been among those various causes which were calculated to 
dwarf the influence and usefulness of a bishop within the 
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dimensions of a colonial cbaplain-in-chief at Hong Kong. Tho 
late Bishop in some measure counteracted this disadvantage 
by active itinerant labours and periodical visits ‘along the 
Chinese coast. But the voluntary relations of the clergy 
towards a bishop, grounded on friendly intercourse and mutual 
respect, fell far short of that diocesan jurisdiction usually 
attached to the idea of an episcopate, and were insufficient to 
aneet the exigencies of an effective oversight of the clergy. It 
was a state of things satisfactory in some respects, but also 
unsatisfactory in many others. Unity of missionary plans for 
the extension of Christianity in China could but partially be 
secured, Sustained by the fraternal sympathies of the clergy 
as a body of personal friends, a bishop iu such circumstances 
was at the same time powerless iu point of legal jurisdiction 
for checking and removing scandals on the part of exceptional 
aud unworthy members of the clerical order. The colonial 
community at Hong Kong may reasonably regret the result 
which appears likely to take place in the termination of au 
Anglican episcopate in China. It could hardly be expected, 
however, that amid existing complications of ecclesiastical law 
and Royal prerogative, any body of Churchmen at home should 
be able to interpose to preserve a colonial see which labours 
under the peculiar disadvantages which have been enumerated, 
aud to which the colony itself has contributed no portion of 
tho cudowment or stipend, An American bishop at Shanghai, 
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of the sister Protestant Episcopal Chureh of the United States, 
will probably supply to the Protestant Episcopal missions in 
the neighbourhood of the northern ports of China a ready and 
available means of confirmation and ordination of native 
Christians. An English bishop of Labuan, who, on the trans- 
ference of the Straits’ Settlements from the Indian Government 
to the Colonial Office, is likely to be placed in charge of the 
English congregations at Singapore and its vicinity, may also, 
possibly under new arrangements, be requested to pay occasional 
visits to Hong Kong for the performance of any required episco- 
pal functions in the colony. For the present, we believe that 
nothing has been finally decided upon. While we desire care- 
fully to guard the preceding statements as ouly falling at 
present under the category of probabilities, we beg leave at 
the same timo to convey to our readers the impression that 
we receive our information from credible authority, in saying 
that it is in the highest degree doubtful whether there will 
be avy second appointment of a Bishop of Victoria. 





SAN FRANCISCO, JAPAN, AND CHINA LINE, 

Arrer ten years’ discussion of the project for connecting 
California with Japan and China by a subsidised steam line—. 
adiscussion which we have closely followed in its varying 
phases—the American Congress has at last sanctioned the pay- 
ment of $500,000 (£100,000) per annum for that purpose, the 
line to be a monthly one, San Francisco and Shanghai to be the 
respective termini, the intermediate points touched at being 
Honolulu and Yokohama, with such other points at the Bonin 
Islands or in Japau, as may from time to time be thought de- 
sirable. The length of the ectire route is estimated at 5,373 
miles, or twenty-one days’ steaming, which would allow of a 
large gain as to time in the trausit between New York and 
the Far East. California herself, in addition to becoming thus 
the media for the passenger and more valuable merchandise 
traffic between the Atlantic States and the Far East, will find 
her account in the export of silver, her production of @hich, 
added to that of neighbouring States and territories, is esti- 
mated for the present year at no less than £4,500,000, In 
the case of a gold-producing country, the precious metals, re- 
garded in the light of so much merchandise, are certain to 
prove one of the most profitable remittances even in the way 
of trade. ‘The idea has already been actively entertained 
both in San Francisco and New York, of sccuring increased 
profit in tho trade with Japan by the manufacture at private 
mints of pieces of the purity, size and shape of the Japanese 
ichi-bou. It is well known that the dollars on which Japanese 
exchange is calculated, are coined not only in Mexico but in the , 
South American States; and we would be curious to watch the 
result of this experiment, The Imperial Mint at Hong Kong 
must be awake to this future. As the Bill has passed almost 
unanimously both the Washington Houso of Representatives 
and the Senate, we may assume that it has by this time been 
signed by the President, and will, with the usual enterpriss of 
our American cousins, be at work early in 1866, 


THE NEW MINISTER FOR JAPAN. 

We have the pleasure to announce that the suggestion made 
in our last has been carried into effect, and the official an- 
nouncement will shortly be made apppointing Sir Harry Parkes 
to succeed Sir R, Alcock as Minister at the Court of Japan. We 
may now feel some sccurity that the policy pursued during 1864 
will be at least persevered in, if not carried through success- 
fully, until the Tycoon is thoroughly convinced that we will 
not succumb to any threats, 





MORE VESSELS FOR THE CHINA TRADE. 


Messrs. Denny and Co., of Dumbarton, have launched another steamer, 
named the Yungtze, which itis very probable will be despatched to China, 
in addition to the Corea, which we lately noticed, The Yanytze is a hand- 
some iron twin screw-steamer, of 1,100 tons B.M. She will be fitted with 
two pairs of direct acting condensing steam engines of 300-horse power 
nominal, and is adapted for passenger and goods traffic on a light draught. 
‘The ceremony of naming her Yangtze was performed by Miss Annie 
Daniel, granddaughter of P. Daniel, Esq. 

There was recently lauached from the yard of the Birkenhead Graving 
Dock Company the composite ship Clusan. The naming ceremony 
was performed by Miss Hunter, of Mount Alyn, Gresford. The Chusan 
has been built for the China trade, her owners being the British and 
Eastern Shipping Company, of Liverpool. ‘The Chusan is a vessel of 
800 tons, Her dimensions are: —Length, 183 feet; beam, 31 feet 6 
inches; depth, 20 feet. This ship has been constructed with vertical 
iron frames and planked with teak horizontally. No internal component. 
part of the vessel is of wood, and the whole of the inner surface is at all 
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times to be seen without the removal of any ceiling. . She will be 






rched first to an Indian port. 
other day there was launched from the building-yard of Messrs. 
Hart and Sinnot s very splendid ship for the East India trade called the 


Oriflamme. The vessel is 1,500 tons burthen, and has been built for the 
Bombay Shipping Company. Her length is 250 feet, breadth 86 feet, 
and depth of hold 28 feet. She is built of the best materials, and is 
clawed A 1 at Lioyd’s for 12 years, and at Liverpool for 20 years. She 
is intended for the Bombay trade, and-will be commanded by Captain 
Broadfoot, of the R.N.R. ‘The Oriflamme went off the stocks in beautiful 
style, and was christened by Mrs. Gilmore, the Indy of one of the prin- 
cipal owners. ‘The vessel will be ready for sea in about six weeks. 

The launch of a vessel from the yard of Messrs. Hocking and Son, 
Stonehouse, took place on the 29th ult. She is metalled to the height 
of 18 feet, and is divided by lower and upper decks; her saloon (25 by 
14) made of teak. Under the lower deck is a capacious hold. She is 
intended for the China Sens and ad was named Sophie. 
‘The following are herproportions :—Length between perpendiculars, 141 
feet; breadth extreme, 29 feet ; moulded, 28 feet 2 inches ; burthen, for 
tonnage, 596 by the old, 475 by the new rule; depth of hold, 18 feet ;

Much distrust exists in the East India and Chinatrade. ‘This 
feeling has been very much confirmed by the failure of Messrs. 
Kelson, Tritton, and Co., a house established in 1858, who 
entered largely into the East India trade, but, like many 
others, had veutures in the American trade. This house is 
of a similar calibre to Messrs. Halliday, Fox, and Co., and 
their difficulties about cotemporary, although they contrived to 
throw them over until the present. - This is one of the cases 
to which we referred in January, when we cautioned our 
readers that heavy engagements had been thrown over 
from 1864 to 1865. With the existing prices in Mincing- 
lane other failures are imminent. 

Many acceptances are current of bills drawn against India 
and China cotton at the rate of 1s. 2d. per lb., which is valued 
at 6d. to 9d. For the present there is little chance of any im- 
provement in this staple, but if the Confederates can hold out 












another six months, we fully expect rates to advance to their | 


former quotations. This opinion is based chiefly on supply 
and demand. We expect the supplies to fall off very con- 
siderably, and the consumption of the mills to be more active. 

The liabilities of Messrs. Kelson, Tritton, and Co, are 
computed at nearly £1,000,000, and the assets will, it is 
believed, be satisfactory. This is without taking into account 
a Confederate speculation. A few months since these liabilities 
wore very much larger, and there is little doubt but that ac- 
ceptances and credit have been too freely granted, and the 
business extended over too largo an area for a young house, 
while corresponding vigilance and labour has not been bestowed 
on the conduct of the business of the firm, judging from the 
fact of Mr. Kelson having engaged himself asa director on 
several of the schemes formed of late, while it is now known 
to the world that the affairs of the house he was at the head 
of required all his best talentand energy.to conduct it through 
the enormous engagements to which it was committed, ‘Ihe 
penalty paid, we trust, will be for the benefit of others. 

Ate meeting of the Netherlands India Steam Company, on 
the 30th of March, the report was adopted. The report 
stated that the capital of the company, consisting of £300,000, 
divided into 15,000 shares of £20 each, was all subscribed for 
on the Ist of July last, with the exception of 3,000 shares 
reserved for Netherlands India. The company has now nine 
steamers in course of construction, and these, it is believed, 
will Le sufficient for carrying on the steam service specitied in 
the contract, aud some extra service in addition, Interest at 
6 per cent. per annum on the amount paid up has been paid 
to the shareholders to the 1st of January last. 

The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were—to 
Calcutta £174,210, and to Madras £22,000, The minimum 
price was fixed at 1s. 113d. on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 
114d. on Bombay. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at and 
above the minimum will receive in full, On Bombay all the 
tenders were below the minimum, ‘These terms show a reduc- 
tion of more than 1 per cent. from those obtained on the last 
occasion, and indicate a further rapid dirainution in the de- 
mand for means of remittance from this country, 

The following is from the report of the directors of the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, to be sub- 
mitted at the meeting on the 12th inst., and confirms the 
view we lately expressed, that the banks would be holders of 
shipping documents, representing, wheu realised, about half

‘The general balance-sheet for the year ended the 3|st of December last, 
now presented to the shareholders, exhibits a net profit of €104,827. 
18s. 5d., to which has to be added the sum of £13,061. 14s. 4d., carried 
forward from the previous year. After deducting the half-ye 
dividend declared on the Sth of October last, amounting to £54.540, 
there remains a disposable balance now of £63,349. 12s. 9d. The di- 
rectors regret that they feel under the necessity of setting aide a sum 
of £22,000 to meet bad and doubtful debts, chiefly atiributable to the 
recent depreciation of Eastera produce held as collateral security. Out 
of the sum of £41,349. 12s, 9d. remaining, they recommend the share- 
holders to declare a dividend for the half-year ended 3lst December last, 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, and which 
with the Pecricns half-year's interim dividend will amount to 124 per cent. 
for the whole year. A balance of £1,349. 12s. 94, will then remain to be 
carried over to the new account. At the last annual meeting the directors 
reported that the premium on the issue of 7,800 new shares had been 
received; and they have now to add that all the calls in furtherance of 
this increase of the bank’s capital, raising it to £800,000, were duly paid 
up—the reserve fund now amounting to £105,000. The directors con- 
sider it extremely desirable for the interests of the bank tu obiain for the 
shareholders the right, which most chartered banks, and all companies incor- 
porated by Act of Parliament, appear to possess, of re-electing immediately 
all the directors duly qualified who may go out annually by rotation ; the ex- 
isting charter of thisbank restricts the shareholders’ choice tothe re-election of 
only one of the out-going directors. ‘The opportunity of this app‘ication 
to the Treasury would also be availed of to solicit that the directors may 
make provisional appointmenis in case of vacancy in their number during 
the year—such occasional appointments to be subject to confirmation by 
the shareholders at the next ensuing ordinary yeneral meeting. ‘They 
propose accordingly to apply to Her Majesty's Treasury for those priti- 
leges ; and in terms of the decd of settlement, two extraordinary general 
meetings of the sharebolders must sanction the application, Afier des- 
patch, therefore, of the business of the ordinary meeting this day, it will 
be constituted an extraordinary one for the special objects indicated.

issued for the conveyance of the Australian mails has becn altered with a 
view of ascertaining what would be the extent of the additional cost for 
this portion of the whole service, in the event of the wails being des- 
patched every fourth week instead of once in a calendar month. The 
tenders are to be sent in on the 10th of next month, and when received 
they will, in addition to other information already obtained, afford the 
means of judging what would be the probable cust of the entire service 
beyond that which is now paid if the proposed arrangement were carried 
into effect.

At the meeting of the Oriental Bauk Corporation, to be held 
on the 20th of April, the directors propose to declare a divi- 
dend of £2 a share, making, with £2 already paid,  distribu- 
tion of 16 per cent. for 1864. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Delhi from Southampton on the 4th iust,, was in gold, to 
Madras, £90.

to Shanghai, £5,230. Total in gold, £90 ; in silver, £32,618. 

The results exhibited by the Board of Trade Returns for the 
month and two months ending the 28th February indicate a 
more cautious spirit than that prevailing last year. The decline 
of over 8 million and @ quarter in the value of our exports 
during the past month isa strong sign of this fecling ; but al- 
though the falling off estends to most of the leading articles of 
commerce, the chief decline is to be found in the articles of 
cotton yarn aud cotton manufactures, The total declared value 
of exports for February last was £11,376,214, against 
£12,698,121 in the same month of 1864, and £9,298,576 in 
1863, being a decline, as compared with 1864, of £1,321,907, 
but, as coutrasted with 1863, an increase of £2,077,638. For 
the two months of the present yeur the total is £21,865,553, 
against £23,111,707 in 1864, and £17,343,731 in 1563, 
which is a decrease ou the former period of £1,246,164, 
but an increase on the latter of £4,521,822. ‘The 
brief changes as regards exports have been an in- 
crease in linen manufactures and machiuery, with a de- 
cline in alkali, beer and ale, coals and culm, cotton yarn, cotton 
manufactures, haberdashery and millinery, hardware and cutlery, 
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and worsted yarn, and woollen manufactures. In imports the 
increase has been in raw cotton, guano, hemp, raw silk, tallow, 
wool, coffee and sugar; and the falling off, in flaxseed and lin- 
seed, woollen raanufactures, cocoa, spirits, tea, timber, tobacco 
and wine. The course of trade with the Far East is presented 
in these returns by the following figures :—

Common to fair 
blackish-leat kinds, owing to further speculative purchases, have advanced 
about 4d. per Ib, Medium qualities have been sold toa fair extent at 
about former prices; the finer kinds have been fairly saleable at rather 
better prices; in finest sales continue very limited. — Tayshans show no 
change, they being now only in moderate supply ; new-make Canton kinds 
have been sold at rather improved prices. Common to good Oolongs show 
no change ; fine continue in moderate demand at full prices. In Souchongs 
a small amount of business has been done at former prices. Flowery Pekoes 
renisin without improvement. In Scented Teas, both Capers and Orange 
Pekoes, but little has been done : prices show no quotablealteration, though 
the market for them is without animation. A few sales of uncoloured 
Japans have been made at from Id. to Is.

12,169 packages were sold, 10,129 packazes being printed without 
reserve. ‘The deliveries for the month reach 10,480,000 Ibs. The stock 
in the United Kivgdom on the 3lst ult. was estimated at 115,000,000 Ibs.
